RECOGNITION — 
IS EXPECTED 
BY TOMORROW 


Knotty Questions Will 
Be Discussed Later 


(Special to the Daily Worker) 


PARIS, Oct. 23.—France is 
expected to formally recognize 
the Soviet government today or, 
at the latest, tomorrow. 

Premier Herriot is following 
the precedent set by the British 
government in first granting 
recognition and talking business 
afterwards. 


Opposition from Washington. 


One of Herriot’s principal pledges 
in running for election against Poin- 
care was that he would recognize the 
Russian Soviet Republic if victorious 
at the polls. 

It is public knowledge that his fail- 
ure to do so to date is chiefly due to 
opposition from Washington. It is 
) said that Charles Evans Hughes went 

so far as to threaten France with an 
immediate demand for payment of the 
tremendous French debt to America in 
the event of Paris establishing diplo- 
matic relations with Moscow. 

The Soviet government made it 
quite plain to France that it did not 
want any recognition with strings at- 
tached to it. Unqualified recognition 
or nothing was the Soviet position. 
France was obli ed to Pas vas with, 
aoe 3 egress ae obatact % 
BOR Sr a 5) gra 
France and Russie was tie debt owed 
to France by the czar. Most of this 
money went for the purchase of bonds 
issued by the czar to crush the revo- 
lution of 1905. The French middle 


bonds and the Soviet government fre- 
quently expressed a_ willingness to 
consider this condition without com- 
mitting the government in any way to 
recognition of the czar’s debts. It is 
questionable .- however, in view of 
France’s continued war on Russia 
since the 1917 revolution, directly and 
by proxy, whether the Soviet govern- 
ment will be now in a position to 
take a similar view of the matter. 

Another ,point at issue between 
France and Russia is the Georgian 
question. France has recognized the 
independence of Georgia, even tho the 
country is a contented part of the Un- 
ion of Socialist Soviet Republics with 
a Soviet government of its own. On- 
ly recently France spent one million 
dollars in financing a counter-revolu- 
tion which was only a flash in the 
pan, yet caused the Soviet govern- 
ment the loss of millions of dollars. 

It is not believed that the Herriot 
government will insist on this point, 
however, as Russia is now in a posi- 
tion to ignore capitalist interference 
with its domestic affairs, better than 
at any time since the November revo- 
lution. It is more likely that Her- 
riot will raise the point and thus keep 
his promise to the czarist emigres and 
the Second International which dele- 
gated part of its capitalist dirty work 
to Herriot in return for its support 
in France. 

A French ambassador is not expect- 
ed to go to Moscow until some of the 
main questions at issue are sett'ed.

IN COLLINSVILLE 
HELD JOBLESS 


Figures Are Presented 
to Sub-District Meet 


(Special to the Daily Worker) 
COLLINSVILLE, fll, Oct. 23. 
—The figures submitted by the 
secretary of Sub-District No. 7, 
United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, whose convention is now in 
session here, show that 50 per 
cent of the membership is out 
of employment. 

The figures are: 4,700 work- 
ing, 4,600 unemployed. 

The great majority of those regis 
tered as employed are working only 
two and three days per week. 

Discuss Jobless Relief. 
A picture of the misery of these 
workers is painted by. the discussion 
during the first day of the session 
centering around proposals for unem- 
ployment relief. 

Many of these miners with large 
families have been unable to get a 
single day’s work in the mines since 
last March or April. Winter is near 
and they face it without clothes, food 
or fuel. 

Considerable criticism of the last 
district convention and officials was 
voiced’ because of the failure to initi- 
ate a program of relief. 

“What is to become of us?” was 
the question asked by almogt every 
speaker who took part in the debate, 
and there is no disguising the fact 
that death from exposure and starva- 
tion faces hundreds of miiners and 
their families this winter. 

Quote from Dunne’s Speech. 
I One. passage from the speech of 
{William F. Dunne, made last night fi 
the Miners’ Hall, is being quoted 
among the mers with considerable 
approval this morning. He said: 

“You have thousands of jobless 
miners. You marched on non-union 
mines in West Virginia. Why don’t 
you march on the Illinois state cap- 
ital and demand of Len Small, this 
great ‘friend of labor,’ who has en- 
dorsed Coolidge, that he spend a few 
million dollars for relief of the miners 
as well as fo? hard roads for the 
relief of tourists?”

F teas th the LaFollittes.are furnishing a little comical side- 
light to the presidential campaign itd trying to expose 
the financial support.of its opposition.

LaFollette is a defénder of capitalism. But he does not 
want the muti-millionaires, whom capitalism produces, to 
defend themselves thru the judicious use of their stolen 
wealth.

That no person or officer shall 
have power to deny publication, and 
that when a responsible committee, 
which should be given the decision 
on all questionable cases, refuses pub- 
lication, it shall furnish the contribu- 
tor a statement of the reasons of re- 
fusal and publish such statement in 
the same publication to which the ar- 
ticle was sent. 

7. That a discussion be opened in 
the I. W.”W. press of general circula- 
tion upon the question of internation- 
al affiliation. 

Some of these proposals are similar 


to or synonomous with the revolu- 


tionary aspirations of the rebel left 
wing in the I. W. W. The Communists 
in the I. W. W. will fight together 
with them for these proposals. But 
thé Red Internationalists will not sup- 
port any movement on the part of 
the revolutionary members of the I.

the initiative to suggest improvements 
in the structure of capitalist govern- 
ment, that might make it even a bet- 
ter capitalist instrument of coercion 
than it is.

Coolidge did not reply to the at- 
tacks made on him or on his admin- 
istration by the opposition. He never 
mentioned the Teapot Dome, or any 
of the scandals that made his govern- 
ment stench in the nostrils of the 
people.

True and False About 
Soviet Russia 


By M. A. SKROMNY. 

Every time new prospects for 
recognition of the Soviet gov- 
ernment appear, a howl goes up 
in the lying capitalist press the 
world over. 

A few days ago it was an- 
nounced that the French gov- 
ernment was getting ready to 


recognize the Soviets. The same 
day appeared “special cables’ 
about riots, strikes and famine 
in Russia. 

Tribune Beats Them All. 

The murderous press is telling 
about the bolsheviks shooting down 
the peasants or peasants killing bol. 
sheviks. 

The arch enemy of the workers’ re- 
public, the Chicago Tribune has out- 
done many of its competitors fn print- 
ing the biggest and most ridiculous 
lies about Russia. 

At the beginning of the revolution 
we read in this paper that thé bolshe- 
vikse were preparing to proclaim the 
}Prince Alexis Czar of Russia. Tha 
next day we read about them being 
in the pay of Germany's late kaiser. 
Today we read in the same sheet 
what purports to be a quotation from 
the Odessa Irvestia: 

“Our Red Army last spring filled the 
mouths of 18,000 peasants and work- 
ers in the Kharkov district with earth 
because they killed the local commis- 
cariate and robbed the grain houses 


At the same time, The Seaman, of- 
‘ficial organ of the Seamen’s Union of 
that district (published in Odessa), 
‘reports that the grain for the aid of 
the stricken districts was collected 4 
WEEK ahead of the schedule! 

he the Moscow Izvestia of October 5, 
1924 (the last one to reach us), Com- 
rade Rykov, chairman of the People’s 
Comm sears, and chairman of the spe- 
cial committee to combat the results 
of the bad harvest, publicly thanks all 
workers and péasants who were con- 
nected with the collection, transporta- 
tion and distribution of the grain for 
sowing purposes in the stricken dis- 
tricts, for the prompt and vigorous 
aid. 

“Within a monfh it was necessary 
to collect and transport over 9,000,000 
poods of grain for sowing,” says Com- 
rado Rykov. . 

“With unparalleled energy and 
swiftness the peasant committees pre- 
pared the grain, the railroad and water 
transport workers took up their task 
and about a week ahead of the sched- 
ule the work was finished. 


Grain Delivered on Time. 


“T traveled all over the affected dis- 
vricts and convinced myself that the 
gxain for sowing was delivered in 
time. The peasants see in that a 
great -aid from their Soviet govern- 
ment. They have more self-confid- 
ence. ‘This timely delivery of the 
grain: will not only save the sowing 
area but wtil increase it in compari- 
son with last year.” 

In the report to the All-Russian Cen- 
tral Control Committee (Izvestia, Oct. 
4, 1924), Comrade Kujbyshev touching 
upon the harvest states: 

“The general figures of the harvest 
are 2,642 million poods against 2,759 
million poods of last year. To this 
figure we have to add 162 million 
poods left over from former years, 
Thus we will have 2,804 million poods, 

“The needs of the rural population 
are 2,286 miHion poods and of the 
cities—314 miNion, a total of 2,600 
million poods. Thus we have a sur- 
plus of 204 million poods.” 

Does that look like a terrible fam- 
ine with food riots and killings by 
wholesgle! 

These official figures given to gov- 
ernment institutions of Soviet Russia 
for their guidance are also available 
to the brass check correspondents of 
the prostituted press. But they don’t 
wait for authentic facts. What they 
want is stories about rebels buried 
alive, dogs feasting bodies of the 
executed, disorders and riots, or bomb 
plots of the stool pigeon Daily News 
kind.

Farrington’s Statement ‘ 


“We were told that they were slug- 
ged, beaten up, and that the state- 
ment was made by the president that 
Belleville was too small to dictate to 
the state of IHinois. We take it that 
if Belleville had enough members to 
call for a special meeting they had 
that right. At least they had a right 
to interview the president, and if they 
could hot get satisfaction from him 
they had a right to call a special con- 
vention.

Thus Farrington’s brutal tactics as 
much as the resentment against the 
automatic fine clause was responsible 
for the strike involving 75,000 men 
in defiance of the threats from Far- 
rington’s office. The. reactionary offi- 
cials were not able to handle the rank 
and file even with the aid of their 
gifmmen, so the ocal operators and the 


government.was called in to save 
them. 
Gunmen Turned Loose 
Deputy *. sheriffs were appointed 


from the ranks of the miners who re- 
mained loyal to Farrington. Gunmen 
and criminals of all descriptions were 
organize to terrorize the strikers, 
charters were revoked and the coal 
operators on Farrington’s suggestion 
issued orders tothe strikers that un- 
less they returned to work their jobs 
would be forfeited. Here were the 
bosses and the government working 
hand in hand with: strikebreaker Far- 
rington. 

Farrington henchmen were -ordered 
to hire “union strikebreakers” to work 
in the struck mimes. These gang- 
sters went around w guns in their 
hip pockets, broke into meetings and 
subjected the wives of the insurgents 
to a continual stream of abuse. The 
union delegates who Went from town 
to town carrying the message to their 
fellow workers were met on the high- 
ways by gunmen hired by Farrington.

WEINSTONE GETS EXCELLENT 
MESSAGE ACROSS TO. WORKERS 
IN DEBATE WITH SOCIALIST

NEW YORK CITY, Oct, 23.—William W. Weinstone, representing the 
Communist, position in the four-cornered political symposium which turned 
into a debate between the Communist and socialist speakers, in the Com- 
munity Church on Sunday afternoon, flayed the socialist party and its repre-. 
sentative, Charles Solomon, candidate for lieutenant-governor,

wars, the growing unemployment, the use of the government against the 


the open shop drive resulting in low 
wages and long hours, Weinstone 
showed that for the two old parties 
and their representatives that spoke 
before him these issues did not at all 
exist, and that LaFollette’s platform 
was entirely futile and impotent and 
would not solve a single one of these 
pressing problems of the working 
class. “LaFollette,” he dclared, “like 
the two old parties, is a staunch sup- 
porter of the present system of priv- 
ate property.” Referring to the for- 
mer platforms of the’ socialist party 
and the declaration of their chief 
spokesman, Morris Hilquit, Weinstone 
challenged Solomon who was to fol- 
low him, to explain on the basis of 
socialist docrines, why LaFollette 
should get the support of the labor 
party. He particularly called upon 
Solomon to state whether he believed 
in the platform of LaFollette which 
was a movement back to 1776—a re- 
turn to the old individualistic com- 
petitive system of production with its 
miserable wage for the workers, long 
hours and sweat shap conditions a 
period in which labor was weak and 
poorly organized. 

MacDonald Serves Capitalist Class 

Discussing the MacDonald govern- 
ment whom the socialists support, 
Weinstone pointed out that MacDon- 
ald was continuing the policy of the 
capitalist politicians in enslaving the 
colonial workers, in using airplanes 
and bombs against the natives of 
Egypt and Irak, in bringing into ex- 
istence the Dawes plan which was a 
policy of continuing the war against 
Germany with economic means, and 
which would lead to another world 
war in which America would play a 
leading part.

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Shaving the Injunction 


The decision of the United States supreme court, 
holding that under the provisions of the Clayton 
Act those charged with a violation of an injunction 
in labor disputes are entitled to a trial by a jury, 
is a piece of political strategy of a very high order. 
Tt kills two birds with one stone. 

The lower courts have refused the right of jury 
trial to workers haled before the bar of capitalist 
justice for violation or alleged violation of the in- 
famous injunction. This summary treatment in- 
creased the resentment aroused among the work- 
ing class over that very effective strikebreaking 
weapon. ' 

But if there are some who believe that the su- 
preme court decision impairs the efficiency of the 
injunction, they have jumped to a hasty conclusion. 
On the coritrary the nine more or less wise and 
aged men who are. considered capable of inter- 
preting the laws. in accordance with the constitu- 
tion of the United States simply gave the injunc- 
tion a clean shave and made it look respectable. 

As far as the operation of the injunction is con- 
cerned the decision maintains the status quo, The 
clubs of the police and the rifles and bayonets of 
the national and state soldiery will be available 
for use against the strikers. The only difference 
is that whereas previously the trial court could 
refuse a worker, arrested for violation of. the in- 
junction, a trial by jury, the ruling of the supreme 
court make a jury trial mandatory on demand of 
the defendant. But it is not hard to get juries to |P 
convict and anyhow the injunction has done its 
dirty work in the meantime. It has broken the 
strike, unless the masses of workers ignore the in- 
junction, which they should do. 

From the standpoint of political strategy the 
decision proves that the Supreme court is the will- 
ing servant of the American ruling class and 
particularly of its most dominant faction, repres- 
ented by the elements supporting Coolidge and 
Dawes in this election campaign. 

The two most vulnerable points in the G. O. P. 
front in this election fight are the injunction and 
the supreme court. Both are defended by the re- 
publican party without reservations. The bour- 
geois opposition, particularly the LaFollette party, 
have sounded the alarm on those issues in order 
to catch the labor vote. 

This decision therefore has the double effect 
of polishing up the injunction, making it look more 
civilized and at the same time placing the august 
supreme court in the position of being the defender 
uf the people’s liberties and an impartial tribunal 
to which the workingman and the capitalist can 
come and have their disputes decided with the as- 
surance that their rights under the constitution 
will be protected without regard to class or station 
in life. 

This view of the decision may be taken hy thou- 
sands. But it is the wrong view. The fact is that 
even an honest attempt to reform capitalist insti- 
tutions is as futile as trying to change the nature 
of a tiger by clipping his claws. In order to begin 
the task of solving the social problem in the in- 
terest of the producers of wealth, the workers must 
first take the governmental power away from the 
capitalists and substitute for the present capitalist 
institutions the workers’ own organs of, govern- 
ment, the Soviets. 

In this campaign the only presidential ticket

The LaFollette program accepts 
capitalism as its starting point. It 
eomplétely ighores the fact that all 
the ills of the working class spring 
from the capitalist system and can 
only be abolished with the system 
that causes them, LaFollette wants to 
tinker around the capitalist machine 
and repair it. He ‘wants to soften some 
of its more glaring evils and make 
it more beautiful and palatable to the 
masses. He wants to extend the demo- 


cratic forms, and lead the workers} 


to look to their reforms for relief, in- 
stead of struggling to establish their 
own power to control society. 
Never, however, does LaFollette or 
his program touch the vital question 
of power—which class is to rule. He 
throws a mask over the brutal and 
obvious fact thatthe present system 
is a dictatorship of the capitalist 
class. He'does not propose a single 
measure that so.much as hints at 
overthrowing that. dictatorship. 


No Blows at Capital 


LaFollette’s backers boast that 15 
out of 18 measures formerly advocated 
by him have beén enacted into law. 
They were all of the same sort that 
he advocates now. One would think, 
from the boasts of the boosters, that 
these measures had been a blow at 
the rule of capital. Nothing of the 
sort. Capitalism is stronger today by 
a hundred times than it was when La- 
Follette began his. work, and his 
measures, so far from weaking the 
capitalist dictatorship have strengh 
ened it. 


Take, for example, the direct elec- 
tion of. senators... Formerly senators 
were elected by the legislatures, and 
the corruption, the open.purchase. and 
sale of votes by means of which the 
capitalists wet ow who should fill 
the offices, stituted a festering 
sore and an ye ement to revolt to 
the masses. LaFolletteism ‘cured’ 
this sore, but did the capitalist lose 
their control of the offices?: Not a 
Ait of it. With their control of party 
machinery, of the press, of the schools, 
of the ideas and .the means of spread- 
ing ideas to the.masses, with their 
complete and undisputed control of in: 
dustry—the capitalist class continues 
its dictatorship — maps ate

new dress by LaFolletteism. 

It is a great mistake to ‘suppose 
because the big capitalists oppose La- 
Foliette now, that this proves LaFol- 
lette represents the workers. Capi- 
talism is still arrogant, and thinks it 
can rule thru a Coolidge. German 
capitalism also used to oppose the 
social-democrats of Germany; they 
hounded and outlawed the socialists; 
but when ¢heir hour of crisis came, 
and capitalism could. have been over- 
hrown in Germany,’ the: ruling -class 
turned to the social-democracy, which 
deliberately saved capitalism, which 
shot down revolting workers by. the 
thousands, and turned to patching up 
the shattered system. The capitalist 
class of America will similarly turn 


to LaFollette, and LaFollette will -per- | 


form the same service for them in 
America that Ebert and Scheidemann 
performed for the German capitalist 
class. 


“War Referendum” Is Joke 


LaFollette says he is against war, 
but his program leads directly to war, 
just the same ag that of Coolidgé or 
of Davis. He proposes a referendum 
on war, but not the slightest move to 
control and remove the cause of war, 
capitalism. Such a referendum is more | 
than a ghastly joke; it is designed as 
an instrument of war itself, for it will 
become merely a means of more ef- 
fectively mobilizing the massés for 
the coming world imperialist war, hy 
fooling them into thinking that they 
have something to say about the de- 
cision. 


Even now, so early in the game, the 
capitalists are quite widely beginning 
to recognize how valuable LaFoltette 
is to their class interests, and their 
antagonism to himis being softened 
a great deal, while a few big ones 
like Spreckles and Vanderlip, actually 
go along and receive decisive voices 
in LaFollette’s councils. But the work- 
ers are building up a Frankenstein, by 
supporting LaFollette, that will turn 
and devour them, just as did the mon- 
ster of social-democracy with the Ger- 
man workers in 1918. 


Again all this reformism and class 
collaboration the Workers Party, 
raises the slogan of the class strug- 
gle. We know from history that 
ruling classes cannot be driven from 
power by a slow process of reform. 
In every case that a ruling class has 
been deposed in the past, it has 
been thru the open struggle by the 
rising class.

Th same thing is 
prepared by the capitalist class of 
America, behind the protective mask
